Another court Is urged, 
to he estahllshed either at Valdesc 
or Kodiak. 

The Indian natives of Alaska 
are chafing under their present 
status and aspire to citizenship. 
The governor says there should be 
equal rights and opportunities for 
all In the territory.

over the city proprietors of boarding 
houses and private householders are 
Increasing the accommodations of 
their houses and homes, so as to be 
able to take oharders and lodgers 
during the Exposition season, and 
thus increase the accommodations 
capable of being provided in this 
way by many thousands of rooms. 
Speaking of the problem which 
Buffalo has on its hands, the Re- 
view of that city says: 

"Besides the rooms provided In 
the regular hotels, besides the 
accommodations of the boarding 
houses, and private homes, where 
Pan-American guests will be enter- 
tained for a consideration, there 
must be temporary structures to 
serve the purposes of hotels or 
buildings remodeled for that pur- 
pose. To have enough of these and 
not too many is the problem. To 
have too many would be tojeave 
useless property In the market after 
the Eposltlon Is over and this 
would tend to create the very con- 
dition of things it is desirable to 
avoid, a condition which has some- 
times followed the holding of expo- 
sitions, but which Buffalo hopes to 
escape. 

"The Review notes with satisfac- 
tion In this connection the state- 
ment that certain structures which 
have been used for business pur- 
poses, but which have been to a 
large extent untenanted for some 
time, are to be fitted up for hotel 
purposes during the Exposition. 
After the Exposition is over they 
can be used for business purposes 
again. In this way. it seems to us, 
lies the solution of this problem. 
In this way accommodations may 
be provided for the overflow from 
the existing hotels without large 
investment of capital, investments 
which might or might not be justi- 
fied by the attendance at the Ex- 
position. There are dozens of 
buildings of this kind in Buffalo 
which could be fitted up as tem- 
porary hotels at comparatively 
small expense. The comforts, if 
not the elegance, of a first-class 
hotel could thus be provided. \ 
large number of the visitors to the 
Exposition will want such com- 
forts. They can do without the 
frills, and in an exposition year 
they will scarcely expect them, but 
they will demand the comforts and 
conveniences of the hotel and ex- 
pect to pay for them. Buffalo 
should endeavor to meet tbis de- 
mand to the fullest possible degree. " 

Although the problem of hand- 
ling the crowds will of course be an 
exceedingly difficult one, the pros- 
pects are that It will be satisfac- 
torily solved. Persons who con-
